What the President cannot 
well say tonight is that while he 
yet has hope of disarmament, 
he has a continuing hangover of 
disillusionment from ‘‘The Sum- 
mit’’ conference at Geneva. 
Stalin 

The talks at Geneva revived 
the presidential hope which had 
blossomed in Moscow during the 
war after his talks with Joe 
Stalin. This had later been 
dashed to ruins on the cold rocks 
of the ruthless cold war which 
Stalin had initiated. 

In his book “Crusade In 
Europe,” General Eisenhower 
reported the talks in which 
Stalin spoke of the need for 
trade and friendly association 
with the United States. He re- 
counted the dictator’s admission 
that the U.S.S.R. needed heavy in- 
dustry goods and was sufficient 
only in the medical field. 

Shortly afterward Stalin began 
the political aggression which 
was to grow into the hot war in 
Korea. The President never un- 
derstood what happened—and, 
for that matter, none did. 

At Geneva the President met 
with the ebullient Nikita S. 
Khrushchev and his staff. They 
exuded friendship. Mr. Eisen 
hower’s old war-years friend, 
Marshal Zhukov, brought along 
presents and the President sent 
gifts to the marshal’s family.

So, the Russians can agree 
now to the ‘“‘open sky’’ examina- 
tion and continue testing in re- 
mote areas of their vast domain. 

Once again the President is 
disillusioned. 

He cannot reveal this .. . he 
must agree to “‘accord’’ and ask 
for strength. Surely the sabo- 
teurs in his own party and its 
press will.cease their irrespon- 
sible mutterings and come to 
his aid.

Two more sections of Atlanta’s expressway will be opened by 
midsummer and nine other major highway rpojects in the Atlanta 
area will be under way within 18 months, Roger Lawson, chairman 
of the State Highway Department, said Monday. 

The expressway section of the 
new Buford Highway from Che- 
shire Bridge road to Clairmont 
road will be opened by June l, 
and the south leg from University 
avenue to Georgia avenue will 
be open by July 15, Lawson said 
in an interview following a speech 
to the Georgia Society of Engi- 
ineers. 

The nine other projects, which

MOSCOW, May 13—The United 

States protested today that its 
diplomats here were encounter- 
ing harassment and a variety of 
other restrictions to travel in 
what should be ‘‘open’’ areas of 
the Soviet Union. 

The U.S. embassy charged that 
the restrictions had resulted in 
‘‘far more severe limitations’’ on 
the travel of its staff than is war- 
ranted by the government policy 
outlined in 1953. In effect, the 
embassy said, ‘‘a wide discrepan- 
cy” has developed between the 
travel privileges of Soviet diplo- 
mats in the U.S. and those of 
Americans here. 

The protest was embodied in a 
third person note sent to the 
Soviet foreign ministry by mes- 
senger. It asked the government 
to specify what measures would 
be taken to correct the situation. 


OFFERS TO LET UP 


At the same time the United 
States again reminded the Soviet 
Union that it was prepared to 
reconsider many of the travel re- 
strictions it now imposes on Rus- 
sian diplomats if Moscow liberal- 
ized its policy. 

The travel of foreigners in the 
Soviet Union is governed at the 


moment by foreign ministry notes | 


published in June and November 
of 1953. These lifted the severe 
restrictions of the Stalin era and 
opened large areas of European 
Russia, Byelorussia, the Ukraine, 
the Caucasus and Central Asia. 
Curbs on automobile travel also 
were eased. 


U.S. travel bans on Russians 
are said to be almost entirely 
retaliatory for the restrictions 
still in effect here. 

Each journey by a foreigner 
here must be precisely registered 
with the foreign ministry. Sub- 
mitted intineraries are often 
turned down, but usually no rea- 
son is given nor is the applicant 
told that perhaps only one of the 
places on his tour is closed to 
him.

A special Senate committee has made 
its report on the foreign aid program as 
proposed by the administration. With a 
wise eye on readership, the committee 
released its findings for the Monday 
morning papers. 

It recommends continuance of the pro- 
gram. 

It urges 
budget and suggests that a 
degree of effectiveness” 
tained at a lower cost. 

It strongly warned against “indis- 
criminate cuts” such as are now being 
proposed by those whose policy always 
is political expediency and an irrespon- 
sible clamor for “economy” with never 
a suggestion of how to economize or what 
the greater cost will be if indiscriminate 
slashes are made. 

Such cuts. the committee found, would 
“nose adverse consequences . . . to the 
safety and the international position of 
the United States.” 

This conclusion is inescapably true. 

There can be economy. The President 
has suggested savings. These can and 
will be made. But the clamor for in- 
discriminate reductions should now di- 
minish in the face of a thorough study 
by what is a Democratic, or opposition, 
committee. 

To make great reductions assuredly 
would endanger the security of this coun- 
try. We must continue to fight the war 
with dollars and hope thereby to avoid 
fighting it with bullets and men.

Allow College Tuition 
To Be Tax-Deductible 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon has 
made a proposal which makes sense and 
which we urge upon the Congress. 

He recommends that “serious consid- 
eration” be given to making tuition and 
other fees paid colleges deductible for 
income tax purposes. 

Pointing out that corporations and 
business enterprises have a stake in main- 
taining privately endowed institutions 
of higher learning, he noted that higher 
education must never become entirely 
dependent on the state and federal gov- 
ernments. As a part of his support plan 
he: then suggested that tuition paid both 
state and private colleges be tax-de- 
ductible. 

This is a wise and timely proposal. 
It already is becoming apparent that all 
tuitions will increase with the years. 
More and more educators are suggest- 
ing that tuition be raised to the point 
where it will pay the bills instead of, as 
now, half or less. Along with this would 
go scholarships for able students who 
could not afford the tuition. 

The tax-deductible plan is a good 
one. The vice president should continue 
to present it for public support.

“righting Joe” Hooker, resigned And 


“Stonewall” Jackson had been dead 60 
days. J. E. B. Stuart, with his great 
horse troop, was riding off seeking glory 
and fun and Gen. Lee was lacking 
in necessary intelligence as to terrain 
and enemy troops. And old Dutch Long- 
street disapproved the battle from the 
start. When the moment came for him 
to carry out his part of the battle plan 
he delayed. 

George Pickett knew the hopelessness 
of his great charge. He questioned it. 
But Gen. Lee had struck his gloved 
hands together and said, “The enemy is 
there and I am going to strike him.” 
Pickett went forward with 15,000 men. 
For a few storm-tossed moments the 
blue flag of Virginia was at the top of 
Cemetery Ridge. But only for a moment. 
The shattered line broke. 

George Pickett came back with 5,000 
men. Something broke in his heart. He 
fought well thereafter but he never for- 
gave Gen. Lee for the order . 

Gettysburg was not so much a battle 
as a destiny. Neither general chose the 
ground on which he wished to fight. The 
two forces blundered into battle. Fate 
pulled all the strings. Both armies did 
their duty and fought with matchless 
courage, 

But even as the fates took charge at 
Gettysburg, a weary Confederate Army 
was surrendering at Vicksburg. In four 
days the South had lost at Gettysburg 
and lost control of the Mississippi. All 
roads led then to Appomattox.

Brucellosis, a costly disease that has 
infected Georgia cattle for many years.

Since the launching of an expanded 
statewide drive last year, brucellosis has 
been stamped out in Wilkinson, Towns, 
Oconee and Evans counties. Several.other 
counties expect to be free of it soon. 


Only a few months ago infection of 
all cattle passing through livestock sales 
barns was estimated at 7 per cent. Now 
it’s less than 2 per cent. 


Eradication of the disease will be an 
important milestone in Georgia cattle pro- 
duction. The campaign should be pressed 
without letup by cattlemen as well as 
the agricultural agencies.

Under our constitution, of 
ancient vintage, all towns with 
populations of under 5,000 elect 
one representative in the House 
while those cities with populations 
of over 5,000 elect no more than 
two representatives. 

Since there are more small 
towns than there are cities in the 
state, we have a legislature that 
is under the control of the small- 
town rural areas. The large cities 
usually elect Democrats and the 
small towns elect Republicans, so 
you can see how much chance we 
have to correct this backward con- 
dition.

WASHINGTON—Here is a proposal which 
makes sense to me; That the U. S. Foreign Serv- 
ice abroad be increased by 600,000; at present it - 
is about 10,000, under the direction of the State Dect oe re- 


lated civilian agencies. It won't cost a penny! I am talking about in- 
creasing the number of “private officials.’’ 


Our official Foreign Service rep- 
resentatives are doing a superb 
job. They can’t do it all. Their 
work needs to be supplemented by 
a greater awareness of what the 
private American can do to repre- 
sent his country to every person 
he meets everywhere he travels. 

We Americans are inveterate 
travelers to faraway places. Last 
year the State Department. issued 
559,066 passports and in 1957 the 
number will near or exceed 600,000. 

Naturally most Americans do not 
give much thought to having a 
special duty to perform in behalf

That Eisenhower make this ap- 
pointment in a presidential letter 
to every recipient of an American 
passport at the time of its issue. 

Such a letter might read as fol- 
lows (this is a wholly unauthor- 
ized draft): 

“My dear féllow-citizen: 

“As President, I am glad that 
you are preparing to travel abroad.

This 
condition is most prevalent 
among children from 6 months 


to 3 years of age. It begins 
abruptly with high fever and oc- 
casionally a convulsion. The 
temperature remains elevated 
for several days and everyone 
is puzzled because there are no 
other findings to give a clue. 


On the third or fourth day, fever 
subsides suddenly and a bright red 
rash breaks out over the entire 
body. This eruption suggests mea- 
sles but the course of the illness 
is different as well as the distribu- 
tion of the lesions. In both types | 
of measles, the rash occurs while 


initially on the face and hair mar- 
gin and then spreads over the | 
trunk and extremities. 


Regular measles occurs in epi: 
demic proportions every two to 
four years in the late winter or 
early spring. This is a measles 
year. The disease is highly con- 
tagious and few escape. Prelimi- 
nary symptoms resemble a cold 
and may last several days before 
the eruption appears. The initial 
fever continues a day or so and is 
associated with a running nose.

The Senate voted exactly the 
same amounts allowed by the 
House. No moves were made to 
put back any of the 58 million dol- 
lars cut by the House from the 
Post Office Department.

DETAILED PLAN 


The authority formally ap- 
proved the idea and asked the, 
women to draw up a detailed} 
plan to be worked out with the 
Board of Regents and the Uni- 
versity System. | 

Mrs. Ritchie said the plan en- 
visioned by the federation would 
include summer courses in such 
things as Georgia history and 
art to be offered to students and 
adults. The courses would be of- 
fered through the University Sys- 
tem and the University’s Continu- 
ing Education Center at Athens. 

Chairman Ben W. Fortson 
promised the authority’s full co- 
operation in establishing the cen- 
ter but pointed out that many of 
the facilities, such as hotel ac- 
commodations, are under lease 
to private concerns. 

But he said the authority may 
be able to get the project going 
on a small scale with present 
facilities. |

$5,400 IN SCHOLARSHIPS 

Priscilla was judged All- 
American Homemaker of To 
morrow over 47 other state win- 
ners in the contest finals in New 
York City. Besides the honor, 
she racked up a $5,000 scholar- 
ship to go with $400 in scholar- 
ships already won for outstand- 
ing homemaking ability shown 
in FHA competition. 

Priscilla’s instructor, Mrs. 
Charlie Houston, whose philos- 
ophy of teaching is that she 
loves her work so much that it 
naturally rubs off on the girls, 
has had more than one of her 
students honored. In the three 
years that the Homemaker of 
Tomorrow search has been con- 
ducted, Mrs. Houston has pro- 
duced two second-place state 
winners and now a first-place 
winner in the state and the na- 
tion. 

Mrs. Houston explained that 
outside readings on health, safe- 
ty, community activities and 
home management in addition to 
study of food and clothing— 
groom the girls to compete, be- 
sides preparing them for home- 
making or careers.

Donrue, a petite Southern belle whose un- 
usual first name often gets her into embarrass- 
ing situations (like the time she was assigned 
quarters in the male dormitory during an offi- 
cial visit to a South Carolina college), gradu- 
ated in journalism from the University of 
Florida. But her career with the corps has not 
yet required her services in that particular field. 

“I had my eye on a great career in journal- 
ism,’’ Donrue admitted, ‘‘and I thought the world 
would be waiting for me with open arms.” 
WENT WEST 

When a friend (Bob Carroll Jr., a writer for 
the I Love Lucy TV show) urged her to go West, 
Donrue went to California for post-graduate work 

*» at UCLA. When she applied for a job on a Cali- 
, fornia newspaper, ‘“‘they debated’’ whether or not 
whe to hire her because of her Southern accent. 

Failing to’ get the job, she turned her 
thoughts toward another career. 

Donrue recalled experiences of her Florida 
college dean, a woman marine major, and asked 
what the corps could offer her. She enlisted in 
June, 1953, and said she hasn’t ever regretted 
the decision. 

“MISSED CALIFORNIA”’ 

After she completed her training at the Ma- 
‘ rine Corps School, Quantico, Va., Donrue re- 
“ quested—and got—West Coast duty. 
ae “I missed California,” she said, ‘‘although 
/_. Id never dare admit it to the Florida Chamber

ONE OF THE FIRST 

Anne, a personable brunette from Pitts- 
burgh, was among the first women in the United 
States to enlist as a woman marine. After train- 
ing at Quantico, she had tours of duty at several 
U.S. bases, including Parris Island and San 
Diego. A highlight of her career was a year's 
service in Hawaii. It was there that she was re- 
turned to civilian status when women marines 
were released from active duty following World 
War II. 


Anne left warm Hawaii for the frozen wilder- 
ness of Alaska. 

She had served with a young woman from 
Fairbanks, and followed her advice to seek a 
civilian career in the frozen north. 

After a few days at home, she went to 
Alaska as a civilian employe at an Air Force 
base. 

“It was really a change,’ Anne recalled. 
“The temperature was often 30 degrees below 
zero. Not much like Hawaii!’’ 

At the outbreak of the Korean war, she re- 
fused a commission with the Air Force and 
drove more than 5,000 miles back to the states to 
re-enlist in the Women Marines as a corporal. 

“I missed the corps,’’ she explained, ‘‘and I 
welcomed the chance to continue my military 
career.”’ 

Anne, too, found new duty in Atlanta. As- 
signed to the local recruiting office, she is the 
only woman marine recruiting officer in the 
area. 

The proposals? 

They came in a civilian capacity:

A successful reducer from 
Pennsylvania devised an ingen- 
ious technique which has kept 
her happily on the slimming 
course. To date she has lost 35 
pounds ... but let her tell you 
what prompted her to action 
and how she carried on. 


“I thought you might like to 
hear about my diet secret. It 
all started when I went to buy 
a dress, size 24%, and a girdle, 
size 34. The girdle would not 
zip, so the salesgirl suggested a 
size 35. That did it! 


SMALLER SIZE 


“Instead of buying that larger 
size girdle, I deliberately bought 
a smaller one, size 32. To 
strengthen my resolve, I also 
purchased a dress, size 22's. 
Then I got on the scale . , . 203 
pounds. 

“IT came home:‘and made three 
lists of foods—those I should 
eat, those I could eat, and those 
I could not eat. Most important 
of all, I told no one I was on a 
diet. For almost a month no one 
noticed anything, even though I 
lost 7 pounds the first week. At 
the end of 4 weeks, I was wear- 
ing the 32 girdle and the small- 
er size dress had to be taken in. 

‘Now for the secret. Every 
week I went to the same scale 
to be weighed.

“IT now weigh 168 and wear a 
28 girdle and 38 bra (instead of 
42).

I will always wear a 
half size, as I am big in the 
bust and the half sizes fit me 
better. Size 1449 is my goal. I 
am big boned, and 150 pounds

“We all like to be rewarded,

Says Youngsters 
Forget Art Talent 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 
Every child is a born artist, according to a Turkish 


artist and teacher, and he commends the American 
educational system which is incorporating art training 


into the public schools. 

Ercumend Kalmik, instructor 
in art at Technical University 
in Istanbul, explained that early 
attempts to draw and paint 
largely are emotional. This cre- 
ative expression soon is cov- 
ered up because more emphasis 
is placed on the development 
of a child’s mental capacity, he 
said. ‘After a certain age, chil- 
dren forget,’’ he continued, ‘‘but 
some don’t forget, and these 
become artists.”’ 

Mr. Kalmik is spending five 
months in art centers and uni- 
versities of the United States 
under the sponsorship of the 
U.S. State Department's foreign 
leaders exchange program. The 
Same program sent Lamar 
Dodd, head of the University 
of Georgia art department, on a 
foreign tour last y€ar. Mr. Dodd 
met Mr. Kalmik in Istanbul, 
and suggested his name to the 
Department of State. 

WEEK IN ATHENS 

The tall, 48year-cold Turk 
spent last week lecturing and 
observing art classes in Athens, 
and this week he will tour the 
art departments of colleges and 
universities in Atlanta. Tuesday 
at the Atlanta Art Assn. he will 
describe art and methods of 
teaching it in his homeland. 

Of his first trip to this coun- 
try he said, ‘‘I am here to ob- 
serve. I am going to see all the 
activities of my field as a 
teacher and as a practicing art- 
ist, and I am trying to find 
common problems of artists in 
our two countries.’’ One such 
problem, he explained in his 
rich accent, is the lack of com- 


munication between the artist 


and society at large. 

And in this realm he believes 
that art courses in the schools 
help ‘create an art-conscious 
society.’’ There are good ma- 
terialistic reasons, he added in- 
tensely, why more people do 
not go into the field of art: 
“There is no assurance of 
money. It is a personal affair, 
a big risk without assurance of 
recognition.”’ 

RISK IS OVER 

But for this artist the risk is 
over—he is recognized as one 
of the leading artists and teach- 
ers in Turkey today. Mr. Kal- 
mik, an instructor in the de- 
partment of architecture at his 
university, explained that about 
20 per cent of his students are 
women.

said, ‘“‘Women can get every- 
where ,.. we even have women 
students at the military acade- 
mies. But this is new, I think, 
since three or four years.’’ 

Since the beginning of 
Turkey’s republican era in the 
early ’20s, he continued, wom- 
en have become college pro- 
fessors, lawyers, and even 
“‘deputies’’ in congress. 

He mentioned his own 15- 
year-old daughter, Hulya, who 
wants to study medicine. “I 
wish she will,”

Talk about grand jury investigations, there's a town in Cali- 
fornia that's in crying need of one. If not an investigation, a citi- 
zens’ uprising. I never heard of more unfeeling, unimaginative, 
bull-headed and dictatorial law enforcement officers in my life. 

Maybe you saw the story. It was out of a place named Norwalk 
and it concerned the arrest of Mrs. Nancy Joyce Stoner on sus- 
picion of arson. 


Why ‘“‘suspicion of,”’ I don’t know because Mrs. Stoner willing- 
ly admitted setting the fire. But the reason she gave is as good as 
any reason I ever heard for striking a match. She had seven 
stacks of diapers to wash—and suddenly it was more than she 
could bear. She set fire to them, took her little children and 
drove off! 

Mrs. Stoner has but two children, according to the story. But 
it didn’t say what kind of husband she has and that, I imagine, is 
the real story. It takes more than two children and seven stacks 
of diapers to turn any woman into a pantie-pyromaniac and I'm 
inclined to think that in Mrs. Stoner’s case it was an accumula- 
tion of things. 


Certainly we won't blame Mrs. Stoner for not investing in a 
diaper service (although if I were a California clean diaper mag- 
net I'd deem it excellent public relations to send her the service 
free!). Maybe Mr. Stoner can’t afford a diaper service and nobody 
faults a man in a case like that. 

But look at those two words Mrs. Stoner used to the sheriff's 
officers: ‘‘Fed up."’ She was fed up before she ever looked at those 
diapers. She felt put-upon, abused and unloved. 

Whose fault is that? 

‘Tis not my place to say, of course, but if men had to wash 
diapers once in a while I have a feeling there’d be more compli- 
ments for breakfast, more tender little attentions, more offers 
to help mind the children ‘‘while you take a nap, dear, or go out 
with the girls.’’ A man who cannot afford to buy diaper washing 
for his family has got to make up for this monetary deficiency 
with tender, loving care. 


And it can be done. Generations of women have cheerfully 


washed their weight in baby britches because the men they mar- 
ried thought they were so beautiful and accomplished. Diapers 
boiling on the stove have been as incense on the altar of many a 
happy marriage. Snowy diapers blowing on the line have lifted 
more feminine hearts than anything you'll find in the Louvre... 
simply because the woman who put them there felt pride in her 
achievement. No picture ever painted seemed quite so lovely to 
her as her baby’s lingerie—all square and white, catching the 
sunshine and the fragrant breeze. 

But look what faced Mrs. Stoner. Seven stacks of UNWASHED 
diapers and the babies were probably crying and the house was a 
wreck and the way HE looked and acted at breakfast!

My idea of a properly understanding officer would have been 
one who, when the flames died and the charred britches were 
salvaged, would say, ‘‘Now, lady, I'll mind the babies while you 
go buy more diapers. And while you're downtown, take in a movie 
and charge yourself a hat—a pretty hat.’’ 

Let’s see if the grand jury concurs.

The writer was working in Waycross then, and Curly Bowers, 
then the sports editor of the Valdosta Times, appointed himself a 
one-man campaign manager for Hoak. Despite Hoak’s ability and 
Bowers’ pleas, I refused to vote for Hoak. Maybe it was because 
Hoak had his bad days in Waycross, or maybe it was because 
Bowers refused to vote for a Waycross candidate. 

For the remainder of the season, Hoak tapered off, and Bow- 
ers agreed that maybe he didn’t belong on the all-star team. Hoak 
drifted around the minors from Valdosta to Nashua, to Greenville 
to Fort Worth to Montreal to St. Paul, eventually bobbing up in 
the majors in 1954. 

The Brooks used him sparingly and sent him to their Chi- 
cago cousins in 1956, and it looked as though Hoak might be 
nearing the end of the trail. When the Oubs can’t use you, 
that’s an indication you’ve had it. 

But now Hoak has suddenly blossomed, at least for the first 
month, into one of the finest hitters on the major league scene. 

And after all these years, I opened up a letter from Valdosta 
Monday. Bowers, now a businessman in Valdosta, had waited a 
long time to write it. 

‘‘Remember that infielder named Don Hoak?”’ he wrote. ‘‘The

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Georgia Business 
‘New Town’ Rises 


As Others Decline 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Monday’s announcement of plans for “New Town,” 
Ga., a sort of “satellite city” now envisioned for the 
Metropolitan Atlanta area, added an ironic twist to the 
em disparity of Georgia’s economic develop- 
ment. 

Its backers say the proposed community, for which they have 
obtained all but 4,000 of the 15,000 acres ~y? to Occupy 22 miles 
southwest of downtown Atlanta and a few miles west of Fayette- 

ville, may start moving from drawing boards to 
physical development in 18 months to two years. 

They forsee a population of 60,000 to 75,000 
(accounting for up to 10 per cent of Metropol- 
“ itan Atlanta’s anticipated growth) within the 
next 20 years in this completely pre-planned 
“a, Fayette County development. 

; Today, this area contains only broad ex- 
panses of farmland. 

By way of contrast, long-existent communi- 
ties in south and central Georgia are now en- 
gaged in a do-or-die struggle to find new eco- 
nomic muscles that will replace the fast-shrink- 
ing circulation of the farm dollars they could

once depend on. 

True, Georgia as a whole has made remarkable progress in 
balancing industry with agriculture. 

But it still has a long way to go in achieving either geograph- 
ical balance (most new industry has grown in the state’s north- 
ern cities and metropolitan areas) or payroll balance (traditional, 
relatively low wage industries strongly dominate total manufac- 
turing employment). 

Atlanta, on the other hand, has attained these goals so suc- 
cessfully that in just eight years it has come from behind and 
moved far ahead of Birmingham as the leading manufacturing 
center of the Southeast. 

Thus it is not surprising that a group of investors (head 
by Thomson industrialist Peter 8. Knox Jr.) is willing to gamble 
close to $10,000,000 on the development of a brand-new community 
—really an integrated, self-contained city—on the fringe of 
Georgia’s booming capital city. 

It is this climate that provides the incentive to form an or- 
ganization such as the Fayette County Development Corp. 

According to the economic study which upheld the feasibility 
of their proposed project, each of the million dollars in the 
initial investment is expected to find its way home in about 15 
years with at least 12 additional dollars (net) in tow. 

If for some reason the development does not take place, the 
report noted, the investment would yield a fair return on the land 
alone if it is kept in farming and related enterprises. 


One of Few Areas Left With Land Available 


Reached in Thomson Monday, Knox said one reason that 
Fayette was chosen was that it was one of the few counties re- 
maining in the Metropolitan Atlanta area where a large, pre- 
planned suburban community could be developed economically. 

‘It would be terrifically expensive, if not impossible, to get 
a substantial amount of land in one area in counties already in 
the process of development,’’ such as DeKalb, Gwinnett and Clay- 
ton, he said. 

To be named at a later date, the new city would be developed 
along the lines of a master plan, utilizing the most modern city 
planning techniques to lay out streets, parks, residential, com- 
mercial and industrial areas that would have ‘built-in’ slum and 
blight prevention. 

Professional city planners will no doubt follow this develop- 
ment as closely as they have the suburban communities built by 
Levit in New York and Pennsylvania, and such pre-planned cities 
as Oak Ridge, which grew out of the wilderness in Tennessee. 

The proposed Georgia community is to be a combination of 
these two types—operating as both a residential suburb of Atlanta 
and a site for small industry that would provide a profitable 
economic base. 


Industrialists Are Showing Genuine Interest 


Knox said preliminary discussions show that ‘“‘industrialists 
are strongly attracted to such an approach. We have indications 
of genuine interest now.”’ 

He also said the developers hope to attract a number of rela- 
tively small so-called secondary industries (suppliers to large 
manufacturing plants), ‘‘no one of which would be dominant in 
terms of employment or community influence.” 

The city’s development would have to be on a fairly large 
scale from the start, the economic study indicated, with initial 
industries capable of employing some 3,000 workers. 

Ultimately, it added, industrial employment would be at least 
9,000, which is more than 10 per cent of the current total for 
Metropolitan Atlanta. 

Right now, New Town seems to be another indication of the 
part sound planning can play in laying a firm foundation for a 
soaring economic future.
